South Africa has disputed the 
right of the U.N. to make such a 
decision and has continued to run 
the territory, an area larger. than 
France, 

The British judge. Sir Gerald Fitz-

Russian space 
experts in 


US. for talks 


HOUSTON (Reuter). — A ouD 
of Soviet space experts, incl 2 
Cosmonaut Vitaly Sevastianov, arriv- 
ed here from Moscow Sunday night 
for a week's talks on Russian- 
American space cooperation. 

‘The talks, set up under a bilateral 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries’ space agencies last October, 
opened yesterday at Houston’s man- 
ned spacecraft centre, home of mis- 
ston control for the Apollo moon 
flights. 

Among their main aims is the 
design of a common docking mechan- 
ism which would allow Soviet and 
American spacecraft to link up for 
Joint missions or for rescue opera- 


‘The three Soviet cosmonauts now 
orbiting the earth aboard Salyut 
are believed to have used a new 
docking mechanism similar to the 
Apollo design to link their Soyuz 
Spacecraft with Salyut. Previous 
Soviet docking systems were be- 
Ueved to have involved external 
transfer of Cosmonauts, but the 
present one uses a tunnel like that 
between the Apollo common ship 
and lunar janding craft. 

Atthough the principle is thought 
to he-the same, officials of the U.S. 
space agency, Nasa, say Soviet- 
American lnk-ups in space will 
probably not be feasible for some 
years — certainly not until the 
Apollo programme ends next year. 

Leading the 20-man Soviet nego- 
tating group is Dr. Igor Rumyant- 
sev, of the Council on International 
Cooperation in Space Research, The 
U.S. team ts led by Dr. Robert 
Gilruth, director of the manned 
spacecraft centre.

COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI), — A black 
youth was shot to death by ἃ police- 
man early yesterday during a flare- 
up of firebombing in this racially- 
troubled city on the Alabama border.

Support for terrorists 
dwindles in Jordan 


NEW YORK (INA). — Support for 
the terrorists hag dwindled among 
the Palestinians since the civil war, 
but just how much support has 
shrunk is a matter of controversy, 
says a report from Amman in the 
“New York Times.” 

Outside -Jordan,, some Arab in- 
teflectuals stil ardently support the 
terrorists, But in Amman, says the 
vewspaper, it us clear that militant 
supporters of the movement have 
become more subdued and that 
other Palestinians’ are talking a 
middle-of-the-road attitude or have 
come to side with Hussein.

“Thesé are Palestinians’ who are 
bought by the government with 
money,” according to one terrorist 

kesToen. 


None fhe less, spokesmen for 
Fatah say that they will soon 
start “potent” political opposition 
to King Hussein's regime. 

Signs that the terrorists might 

form thelx awn government-in-exile 
have spurred King Hussein to 
order his Premier, Wasfi e-Tal, to 
act “decisively and without hesita- 
tion” against “plotters” seeking 
“Palestinian power.” 
‘With the help of Palestinien in- 
formers, the government is keeping 
a tight rein on the terrorists, In 
Amman, troops make house-to-house 
searches for hidden arms. In the 
countryside, the army still sur- 
rounds the terrorista camps, and 
there are occasional clashes be- 
tween troops and the depleted ter- 
roriat forces. 

The terrorists’ spokesmen have 
become more assertive recently. A 
month ago, a spokesman addressed 
ἃ visitor in whispers in the back 
room of an Amman coffee house. 
But this week, a central commit- 


tee member received a caller open- 
ly at one of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization villas, 

The spokesman, who called him- 
self Abu Saleh, said: “Untll now

more occur in Israel every year.

“These figures point to the fi- 
nancial loss to the economy as 8 
result of work accidents; it is ἐπὶ" 
possible to measure the suffering 
inflicted on the Injured or their 
families as a result of work acci- 
dents.” Thus openg the State Con- 
troller’s report on the work of the 
Institute of Safety and Hygiene at 
the Ministry of Labour. 


Safety councils 


, This body was set up in 1954 to 
encourage safety practices in work 
Places and to fight against work 
aceldents. One of the most impor- 
tant tools in this battle is the 
joint labour-management safety 
councils in work places. The In- 
stitute hes stepped up the tampa 
of creating such committees over 
recent years, but still 1688 than 
$0 per cent of the work pisces 
which are required under law to 
have such committees in fact 
comply with this regulation. 


The Controller is also not satis- 
fed with the fact that the Insti- 
tute does not grade places accord- 
Ing to the degree of inhe- 
rent in the work. Jf such a step 
were taken, then at least the Insti- 
tute could concentrate its ‘ener- 
gies in first ensuring the establish- 
Ment of safety committees in the 
potentially most dangerous work 
Places first. This lack of grading 
also prevents the Institute from be- 
ing able to draw conclusions as 
to the effectiveness of the safety 
committees already in existence. 

The Institute doea not receive re- 
ports on the types of accidents 
which occur in factories, or their 
causes. If such information was ga- 
thered, it would ‘be possible to

CHOLERA CASE IN Jerusalem for 
HEBRON HOSPITAL foul water 


By SUSAN BELLOS 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

This summer's first cholera case 
was reported yesterdey afternoon. 
A 23-year-old Hebron man was dlag- 
nosed as suffering from the disease, 
after having been admitted to hos- 
pital In that town with 8 cage of 
severe diarrhoea. Two other sus- 
pected cholera cases, men aged 75 
and 85 from Hebron and Halhoul, 
are also in hospital in Hebron. 

The first cholera case was diag- 
nosed es belng of the Ogawa strain, 
Dr. Daniel Brachott, Assistant 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Health, told The Jerusalem Post 
last aight, This differa from last 
summer, when most cases were of 
the Inaba varlety, which originates 
In Persia, but it is not more serious, 
he said. 

The appearance of the new strain 
was interesting, “in so far sa thia 
type originates In Africa and Egypt, 
end it gives us a clue as to where 
It might have come from this time.” 
Dr. Brachott said that he tended to 
support Director-General Dr, Baruch 
Padeh's statement last night that 
the first cholera case was connected 
with the influx of summer yisitors 
over the bridges — “though it could 
also equally be a carrier who has 
incubated the virus since last sum- 
mer.” ᾿ : 

Dr. Danlel Pridan, Chief Medical 
Officer for Judea and Samaria, 
said last alght: “It looks ag if it 
came over the bridges, but it is 
rather mysterious since we know 
of no cholera cases at the moment 
in surrounding Arab countries.” 

He pointed out that “there is no 
irrigation with sewage in the Heb- 
ron area” and that local leaders 
had been working for the past two 
weeks on health information in the 
West Bank, especially as regards 
washing vegetables and fruit, and 
Personal hygiene.

Strikes in 1970 cost 
390,000 work days 


TEL AVIV. — The number of work 
days lost in 1870 was 282 per cent 
greater then it was the previous 
year, topping 390,000. This was re- 
ported yesterday by Mr. Yoram 
Barzilai, head of the Histadrut’s 
Economic and Social Institute. 


Of the total. 190,000 work days 
were accounted for by the secon- 
dary school teachers’ strike, and 
another 40,000 or more were attri- 
butable to the nurses’ strike. 

Of the full strikes that took place 
during 1970, 62 were approved by 
the Histadrut, 73 were unapproved, 
and 20 were “unclear,” he said.
